Baron Yamamoto, Minister of Marine, 
read Vice-Admiral Togo's account of 
the sixth Japanese attack on Port Ar- 
thur in the Lower House of the Jap- 
anese Diet tills afternoon. The report 
was received 
with 
tremendous 
ap- 


plause. 


Admiral Yamamoto referred feeling- 


ly to the heroic death of an officer who 
was killed 
in .the 
engagement and 


dwelt upon the great difficulty ot" bot- 
tling up Port Arthur effectively. 
He 


said that this project was 
still 
far 


from completion. 


Continuing, the Minister of Marine 


declared that the revival of martial 
spirit at Port Arthur since the arrival 
there of 'Vice-Admiral Makaroft 
was 


apparent, an-1 he expressed the 
hope 


that the Russians would emerge boldly 
from the harbor and attack the Japan- 
ese fleet. 


The House unanimously adopted a 


resolution 
encouraging 
the 
govern- 


ment, praising the navy and pledging 
itself to spare no cost in tho prosecu- 
tion of the war.

Nor does Mr. Conger refer 
to i he reported norice from the Russian 
authorities at New Chwang to the consuls 
thai they- may no longer exercise Con- 
sular jurisdiction and Consular functions, 
and especially t-xtra-territorial jurisdic- 
tion. 


It is said that if any such action has 


been taken it will raise a very serious 
question for the Consuls to exercise their 
power in this treaty port under treaty 
stipulation with a sovereign power which 
is not party to tho war. 


It is not recalled moreover that it has 


been customary in time of war for a 
belligerent to undertake lo deprive Con- 
suls of their functions.

Leaves a Letter In Which 


He Bids Farewell to

Frank P. Powell of Eureka commit- 


ted suicide last night at tlv Albany Ho- 
tel by drinking the contents of a two- 
ounce phial of carbolic acid. 


The deceased left no reason for tak- 


ing his life except that he was "all 
in." 


He had come from. Eureka a few 


days- ago and had, according _to his 
acquaintances been drinking for sev- 
eral days. 
The last set-n of htm was 


in the office of the Albany Hotel about 
10 o'clock at night. He retired to his 
room soon after that anil drank the 
fatal draught. 
The acid disfigured his 


face considerably by burning it. 


Among the effects of the deceased 


was found a membership card of the 
Eagles ' of Eureka. 
This was signed 


by Frank Silkwood as secretary of. the 
order. 


In a brief note, which does not read 


clearly 'all the way through the de- 
ceased bids farewell to the world. The 
note is as follows: 


"Eury me where you like. I am all 


In and then some. 
Farowe'.l to all. 
"F. P. Powell." 


While little is known here of his 


antecedents it is r.ot thought that the 
dead man was married. lie was about 
40 • years of age. Despondency over 
financial troubles is the possible cause 
o£ death.

Governor Pardee's Views on Education 


Governor Pardee holds soine eminently sound views in regard to the pub- 


lic schools which he has emphasized on several occasions. 
He proposes to 


• improve our educational system by improving the teachihg force. He desires 
belter teachers, and to get better teachers advocates the payhient of more lib- 
eral salaries. His statement ot the case is axiomatic. If we are to have, bet- 
ter teachers we must pay better salaries. We;are now getting quite as good 
service as we pay for. If th" teaching force in our public schools is to be 
made more capable and efficlrnt, it can only be done by holding out a com- 
pensation equal to the measure of improvement. 


The Governor believes that a larger proportion 
of 
men 
teachers 
is 


needed; the instruction of youth is being turned over too much to women, 
generally young, unmarried women who have not had the varied experience 
fchfl Opportunities for insight into character that fall to men, and this, the 
Governor thinks, is weakening to our system. He is in no wise prejudiced 
against women as teachers nor at all unmindful of their merits in training 
the young. But he does believe in imparting a robuster method in our sys- 
t4m by injecting a larger mali- element In the teaching force. 
It is his belief 


that boys in the higher grades would do better If taught more generally by 
men. He holds also, if we have assimilated his opinions correctly, that con- 
tact with the male intellect is beneficial to young girls at the period when they 
are expanding from girlhood to womanhood. 


His views in ull these particulars appear to us to be sound and worthy 


of -study. The Governor has heretofore expressed his sense of dissatisfaction 
at the fact thut there is sueli an enormous disproportion of females In Hhe 
Normal schools. He thinks there should be more male students in those in- i 
stltutlons. 
He realizes, however, that this cannot be expected unless the 


teaching field holds out more Inviting inducements for young men than it 


. does at present. Its emoluments are too limited and the opportunities for 
1 advancement too few. 
A more liberal scale, of salaries will, in his opinion, 


- bring more men Into the teaching field and lessen the disproportion of women 
In the Normal schools. 
This in turn will elevate the standard of teaching and 


impart a broader and more robust si-holarship to the public schools. His 


- ideas are certainly logical and practical.

COMPACTLY BUILT.

as to incur the risk of a, conflagration.

PRESIDENT JORDAN OF STAN- 


FORD ADDRESSES TEACH- 


ERS' INSTITUTE. 


The 
second 
day's session 
of the 


Teacliers' Institute at Hamilton 
Hall 


opened with a good attendance. 
The 


feature of the morning session was 
the address of Professor David Starr 
Jordan • of 
Stanford University. 
He 


spoke on the "Twentieth Century Man" 
instead of '.'The Broad Mind" as an- 
nounced on the p'rogram. His remarks 
were listened to with very .much more 
than ordinary attention. 


City Superintendent of Schools Me- 


Clymonds was the first speaker of the 
day. 
He spoke upon the suhject of 


"Compulsoiy Kducjitior, and Its Bene- 
fits." 


"During the. time that compulsory 


education has been in operation," said 
Mr. ^IcClymonds. "many truants "'no 
heretofore gave promise of developing 
into anything but good citizens, have 
been reclaimed and are now studying 
with zeal. 
In compelling the educa- 


tion of children we have dealt with 
both the parents as well as the chil- 
dren. 
Truant Officer Merwan reports 


that more than 120 pupils -who hereto- 
fore would hHve nothing to do with 
schools are now 
regularly attending. 


Much credit In this matler is due Miss 
Whitney and Miss Swett of the Associ- 
ated Charities." 


Superintendent Waterman of Berke- 


ley was the next speaker. He devoted 
himself to life social side of a teacher's 
life. 
He said in part: 


"As teachers are credited with being 


the intellectual leaders of the commun- 
ity, they should also be the social lead- 
ers. 
This would be the proper 
ar- 


rangement and is a reform which we 
have great hopes of realizing." 
Principal Moore was then called on to 
address the teachers on the .sub.loct of ihe 
"Tenure of Office." 
He referred to the 
fact that teachers were very :nuch under- 
paid and had no voice In designating the 
amount their salaries should be. 
j. 
President Jordan was next introduced. 
The great educator front Stanford was 
teceived with voluminous applause. The 
principal noition of his address is as fol- 
lows: 
"In view of the fact that I exhausted 
practically all I had 
to say on ' The 
Broad Man' In last night's lecture, I will 
speak this morning on 'The Twentieth 
Century Man.' \Ve have as our President 
one man who provides much toward xliis 
theme. 
He has within him many of- ihe 
attributes which go to maxe up the 
twentieth century man. 
He has raised 
the word strenuous from its place first 
as a word of humor to one of national 
significance. 
"The civilization of the present cen- 
tury wilt be composed of three things. 
It will be strenuous, complex and demo- 
cratic. 
"There will be no room In this cen- 
tury for laggards. 
Persons who lmv» 
rot within them the quality of ptrenu- 
osity will have but little chance of suc- 
cess. The times will not be for clams- or 
scju'irrels In The social order. Those per- 
sons who occupy 
what 
is 
commonly 
known as the "smart set"-in the scn-iai 
scale are filling In society practically the 
same position filled by the clam In the 
world of n>hes. 
Everything tnty require 
Is provided for them and effort is x thing 
unknown and foreign. 
They 
lack 
the 


vitalizing force of strenuosMty and 
will 
hflve nothing to do with the advancement 
of this century's civilization. 
"This century will be complete because 


of the multitude, of things crowded into 
it. 
We must think faster these days and 
pass upon mo^e things than our fore- 
fathers. Decisions in the lives of 
our 
fathers were comparatively few. They 
had to answer yes or no to a few ques- 
tions as to whethsr wheat should 
be 
planted or not. In these times men must 
pass en many vital 
questions. 
Men 
should have well grounded principles so 
tha.t there would be no heslt.incj- in mak- 
ing 
the 
best decision. • A 
rrfnn 
without 
principles cannot make one on the spqt. 


"The 
ereat question Is that the people 
must find out that the shortest distance 
between two points . is a straight line. 
When they want anything dt;ne they must 
flpd. the proper pe-son to do It. They 
cannot select from blood 
or 
heredity. 
The> rely on democracy to find them the 
ma.n they require. 
• "In conclusion, let-rne say to you:'L»ive 
so that the msn you ought to be may be- 
come a reality."

The science of journalism Will in- 


clude knowing every language, science 
and philosophy—there is really r.o def- 
inite body of learning to be mastered. 
The Journalist must take all knowledge 
as his province. 
But certa.in studies 


are really necessary such as modern 
languages, history, government, juris- 
prudence, diplomacy, sociology, finance, 
statistics, ethics, psychology, and art. 
In these studies tha school will'have no 
advantage over the college, except that 
it nay emphasize, group and strength- 
en them. 


F:ut Columbia Intends other studies, 


not taught in coUeges but belonging 
strictly to journalism, newspaper ad- 
ministration, manufacture and history 
of the press. However, none of these 
are valuable except law and ethics. 


"To sum up," Mr. Lamont says, "In 


the science of Journalism the school 
will offer but little more than our best 
colleges may; and that little—If we ex- 
cept the law and the ethics—is of mi- 
nor importance. But it will be a gain 
fro.ti having its coume designed for 
a particular end. systematically . de- 
veloped and so plainly marked out that 
wayfaring students, though fools, shall 
not err therein." 


In the practice school It Is assumed 


that the art of writing accurate and 
readable reports of 'all public affairs 
that do not demand the time and at- 
tention of innocent third parties will 
be taug-ht. 
Here special instructors 


will be required because, the writer 
says, 
"so few teachers 
have been 


ground through the mill of a newspaper 
office and fully prepared to conduct 
classes in reporting."
